e. In claim 10, lines 1-3, delete [ a subject having a skin condition selected 
from the group of conditions (a) those treatable by stimulation of melanocyte 
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proliferation] and replace with -r- a skin condition of a subject wherein the skin 
condition is selected from the group of conditions (a) vitiligo — right between 
"treating " and "and".

Reason for allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Banerji et 
al(1973) teaches a sylvatine, new alkaid from piper sylvaticum. However, it fails to teach 
the generic sturucture with piperidine ring and its use in the treatment of vitiligo and 
melanoma. As mentioned in the parent case, the compound having specific structure of 
formula (I) is allowable and the method of treating skin conditions(i.e. vitiligo and 
melanoma) using the said compound as claimed has not taught in the prior art of the 
record and considered to be novel.
